In order to combat the problem of drunk drivers, many 
cities have set up so-called ‘“‘Sobriety Check Points.” The city 
of Anaheim is one city who has implemented such a program. 


Immediately after the start of the check points, the - 


American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) sued Anaheim and 
many other cities with a lawsuit, saying that the check points 
violate civil rights. | 
In reality, these check points are nothing more than 
roadblocks set up by the police. Every weekend the city of 
Anaheim chooses a different location and keeps it secret. 


They do, however, publicize that they have sucha program in — 


effect, and they also state that drunk drivers are not 
welcome, nor will they be tolerated in that city. When travell- 
ing through a.check point, police check for dialation of the 
eyes, and look in the car for traces of alcohol. 


According to the ACLU, such practice violates the 4th © 


Amendment. Well, for once they may be right. But there is 
one fact that remains irrefutable: something must be done to 
reduce the number of deaths attributable to drunk drivers. 
Somethimes citizens have to forego their rights to insure 
their safety. These check points have not been established 
solely to punish, they are also there to protect. Perhaps the 
ACLU should visit a hospitable emergency room on a 
weekend night, and see the damage that has been done by 
drunk drivers. Or maybe they could talk to someone whose 
friend or relative has been killed by a drunk driver. Maybe 
then they would begin to understand the scope of the pro- 
blem. oa 

Undoubtedly, most are concerned with civil rights and civil 
liberties, but when an abridgement of those rights can possi- 
bly save lives, it is a very small price to pay.

Is It Costing the Taxpayers?

Orange County residents are more liberal than the nation 


as a whole on social issues including school prayer, abortion, 


_ women’s rights and minority hiring. 


survey, tay cic hy emer

Among the survey highlights were findings that.61 percent 
of Orange County residents support prayer in public schools, 
70 oni pr wa abortion on demand, 66 percent favor 
ratification of the Equal Rights Amendment and 41 percent 
favor increased minority hiring. 

But onother issues Orange Countians remain staunchly 
conservative. Seventy-six percent favor the death penalty, 67 
percent oppose gun control and 29 percent favor more 
defense spending. Nationally, 74 percent of Americans favor 
the death penalty, 63 percent oppose gun control and only 12 
percent want more money spent on defense. 

“Is Orange County more conservative than the rest of the 
nation?” asked Mark Baldassare, the survey’s director and 
an associate professor of social ecology. at UC Irvine. 


“I had expected Orange County would be fairly conser- 


vative across the board. But it’s not.” 

The area’s demographics—high income and education, 
coupled’ with white-collar employment—foster anti- 
government sentiment and a strong sense of personal respon- 
sibility, explained Baldassare. 

““Fhe philosophical spirit is consistent with the American 
middle class response to political issues of the day,”’ he said. ° 
“It’s a middle ground approach...an_ attitude that has been 
prevalent since the mid to late-1970’s.”" i.
